Construction of Phase II on Shelton’s new campus is progressing rapidly and completion of the 
second phase is scheduled for July 1997. Phase II will house the administrative offices, faculty 
offices, library services, student services, bookstore, academic programs, fine arts, child 
development center and dining facilities. 

When completed the new campus will consist of 540,000 square feet located on a 170-acre 
site that will include two lakes, athletic fields, and a bicycle and walking track.

It is the conclusion of the 
office of Postsecondary 
Education that approval by 
the Data Systems 
Management Division 
(DSMD) of the state finance 
department is not required 
under State Statute. This 
position is supported by the 
Examiners of Public 
Accounts. Therefore, 

effective January 1, 1997, 
colleges are to remove the 
DSMD step from the 
acquisition process. 

The department believes 

that certain minimum 
standards should be 
considered when purchasing 
computer equipment and 



related software. We 
realize that appropriate stat; 
at each college are available 
to ensure the purchase of 
state-oi-the-art equipment, 
related software and 
associated accessories. 
Please make every effort to 
ensure the compatibility of 
equipment and software 
between the department and 
the colleges. 

The department will 
provide the colleges with 
minimum standards and 
recommendations 'or 
computer- related equipment 

and software, which will be 
developed during the year 
through the Data Managers 
Advisory Committee and 
through recommendations 
from the Council for 
Alabama Postsecondary 
Computers Services 
(CAPCS) Association. The 
Information Services 
Division is currently 
planning a preliminary 
meeting of the Advisory 
Committee to address this 
issue and to provide a 
permanent approval process. 

In the interim, Don Kelly 
of the Division of 

Information Services, will 

serve as the coordinator for 

computer-related requests 

The Information Services 
Division will review 

requests and provide 
approval until formal 
guidelines and standards can 

be developed. A minimum 
purchase request of $ 1 0,000 



or more will require this 
department's approval until 
further notice. Of course, 
State Board of Education 
approval will be required for 

projects of $50,000 or 
more. 

We hope this new 
process will alleviate some 
paperwork and help in 
expediting computer-related 

purchases.
